Applicant has not defined particularly how different is the chief medical complaint for example in claim 70 comparing to a particular 
complaint as of in claim 56. Thus, a chief medical complaint of a patient in claim 70 is equivalent to a particular medical complaint of a 
patient as of in claim 56. However, on page 6 of the final rejection, Examiner cited fig. 2. Figure 2 displays a form/template where patient's 
information regarding a primary problem(s)/complaint(s) can be identified; preselectable items/elements pertaining to the complaint such as 
problem began/occurred in minutes, hours, days, weeks for users to choose one option. Another templates/forms in figs. 3-4 further allow a 
user to select pre-identified items pertaining to the complaint. Cited paragraph 76 describes fig. 3 also cited for the similar limitation in 
claim 56. Regarding the Applicant's argument of claim 78, claim 78 is rejected based on Zak and Huang's teachings, not Walker. 
Regarding the Applicant's argument on textual prose/presentation..., Examiner disagrees. Please see the final rejection for claim 77.
